G.S.R. 1174. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of rec- 
ruitment to the post of Assistant Executive Engineer (Sig- 
nals) in the Ministry of Shipping and Transport (Border 
Roads Organisation), namely; — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may 
be called the Assistant Executive Engineer (Signals) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 


2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the post speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule heieto annexed. 

3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto, shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions. — The method of rc-'uitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating 10 the said post, shall be as spe- 
cified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


Piovided that the upper age limit, prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belong- 
ing to the Schedule CastesJScheduled Tribes and other speci- 
al categories of persons in accordance with the general 
orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person shall be eligible for ap- 
pointment to the said post; — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such a marriage is permissible under the personal luw 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person fiom the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Caste, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of peisons in accordance with the orders, isssued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

No SRO 869, dated the 24th April, 1953 and oi au pre 
vious rules and orders on the subject, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencement.^— (1) These rules may be 
called the Merchant Shipping (Examination of Engine Drivers 
of Sea-going Ships) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the first day of April 

1974. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires, — 

(a) "Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 

of 1958); 

(b) “Examiner” and “Chief Examiner” means the persons 

specified in Appendix “A". 

3 Certificate of competency, — The certificate of compe- 
tency (hereinafter referred to as the certificate) as engine 
driver of sea-going ships shall be as follows : — 

(a) Steam certificate entitling the holder to serve as 
engine driver in sea-going steamships ; 


(b) Motor certificate entitling the holder to serve as 

engine driver in sea-going motor ships which arc 
propelled by diesel (internal combustion) engines; 

(c) Combined Steam and Motor certificate entitling the 

holder to serve as engine driver in sea-going steam 
as well as motor ships. 

4, Combined Steam and Motor certificate. — A holder of a 
Steam certificate or a Motor certificate shall, after serving, In 
the case of a Steam certificate, in motor ships, and In the 
case of a Motor certificate, in steamships, the necessary 
period of qualifying sea service and after passing the endorse- 
ment examination, be furnished with a Combined Steam and 
Motor certificate. 

J. Qualifications for obtaining certificate, — Every candidate 
desirous of obtaining a certificate must — 

(a) be not less than 21 years of age ; 

(b) satisfy any of the requirements as regards workshop 

service specified in rules 6 , 7, 8 , 11 or 12 ; 

(c) have performed the requisite sea service specified In 

rules 9, 10, 11 or 12; and 

(d) have passed the examination in accordance with rule* 

25 to 39. 

6 . Workshop service.— (1) Every candidate desirous of 
obtaining a certificate must have performed satisfactory work- 
shop service for a period of not less than three years as an 
apprentice or a fitter or a mechanic or a journeyman on work 
suitable for the training of an engine driver of sea-going ship 
in any establishment engaged in the manufacture, repair or 
maintenance of machinery : 
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Provided that a candidate who has satisfactorily completed 
a full-time course of study leading to the grant of a diploma 
In mechanical, electrical or marine engineering, for a period 
of not less than three years in a recognised institution shall 
be required to perform only one year of workshop service. 

Explanation — For the purposes of this sub-rule, any insti- 
tution for the time being included in 
Appendix I to the Merchant Shipping 
(Examination of Engineers in the Merchant 
Navy) Rules, 1963, shall be deemed to he a 
recognised institution. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-rule (1), no workshop service 
performed by a candidate before ho attained the age of 14 
years shall be taken into account. 

7. Compensatory sea service. — (1) Where a candidate Is 
unable to perform or complete workshop service for the 
period prescribed in rule 6, the Chief Examiner may accept 
compensatory sea service in lieu of workshop service. 

Such compensatory sea service shall be performed — 

(a) on day work as an engineer, engine driver, or fitter 

on board in foreign-going or home trade ships; 

(b) on day work in the machinery spaces on board in 
foreign-going or home trade ships as serang, tindal, 
donkeyman, winch man, donkey greaser, greaser or 
oilman, pumpman or engine room rating or in any 
other s imil ar capacity; or 

(c) on regular watch in the machinery spaces on foreign- 

going or home trade ships us an engineer, engine 
driver, fitter, serang, tindal, donkey man, winch man, 
donkey greaser, greaser or oilman ( pump man, 
engine room rating or in any other similar capacity. 

(2)1 a) The period served as an engineer, engine driver 
or fitter at sea shall be regarded as equivalent to 
two-thirds of the period of workshop service. 

(b) The period served as a serang, tindal, donkey man, 
winch man, donkey greaser, greaser or oilman, 

S man, engine room rating or in any other 
r capacity at sea shall be regarded as equiva- 
lent to half of the period of workshop service. 

(3) For the purposes of this rule, day work at sea per- 
formed before the age of 18 years shall not be taken into 
account. 

8. Exemption from workshop service. — Candidates holding 
certificates of competency as engine driver (first or second 
class) and Inland Engineer's certificate issued under the Inland 
Steam-vessels Act, 1917 or the Harbour Craft Rules for the 
Port of Madras, 1935, or the Cochin Harbour Craft Rules, 
1947 or the Visakhapatnam Port Rules, 1950, shall be exemp- 
ted from the requirements of workshop service. 

9. Sea service. — Every candidate desirous of obtaining a 
certificate must huve performed at least eighteen months of 
qualifying sea service : 

Provided that in respect of candidates exempted under rule 
8, such qualifying service shall — 

(a) in the case of candidates holding an Inland Engineer 
Certificate issued under the Inland Steam-vessels 
Act, 1917, be for a period of one year; 

(b) in the case of candidates holding a First Class Engine 
Driver’s Certificate issued under the Inland Steam- 
vessels Act, 1917, or the Harbour Craft Rules for 
the Port of Madras, 1935, or the Cochin Harbour 
Craft Rules, 1947, or the Visakhapatnam Port Rules, 
1950, for the same type of macbineiy as the one 
for which a certificate as an engine driver of a sea- 
going ship is required, be for a peiiod of eighteen 
months; 

(c) in the case of candidates holding a First Class Engine 
Driver’s Certificate, issued under the Inland Steam- 
vessels Act, 1917, or the Harbour Craft Rules for 


the Port of Madras, 1935, or the Cochin Harbour 
Craft Rules, 1947, or the Visakhapatnam Port Rules, 
1950, for machinery of type other than for which 
a certificate as an engine driver of a sea-going ship 
is required, be for a period of thirty months; 

(d) in the case of candidates holding a Second Class 

Engine Driver’s Certificate, issued under the Inland 
Steam-vessels Act, 1917, or the Harbour Craft Rules 
for the Port of Madras, 1935, or the Cochin 
Harbour Craft Rules, 1947, or the Visakhapatnam 
Port Rules, 1950, for the same type of machinery 
as the one for which a certificate as an engine driver 
of sea-going ship is tequired, be for a period of 
thirty months; 

(e) in the case of candidates holding a Second Class 

Engine Driver’s Certificate, issued under the Inland 
Steam-vessels Act, 1917, or the Harbour Craft Rules 
for the Port of Madias, 1935, or the Cochin 
Harbour Craft Rules, 1947, or the Visakhapatnam 
Port Rules, 1950, for machinery of a type other 
than for which a certificate as an engine driver of 
a sea-going ship is required, be for a period of three 
years. 

10. Further sea service for endorsement. — Every candidate 
desirous of obtaining an endorsement of certificate shall com- 
plete a further period of not less than twelve months quali- 
fying sea service. 

11. Approval of training scheme. — The Chief Examiner 

may approve any organised training scheme and grant such 
exemption or remission in woikshop or sea service as he may 
deem fit having regard to the nature of the training imparted. 

12. Remission In workshop and sea service for written 
Examination. — (1) Remission up to a period of twelve months 
in workshop service and six months in sea service shall be 
granted to all candidates who elect to appear for the written 
part of the examination in accordance with rule 36. Such 
candidates who are unable to perform, or complete workshop 
service as required under rule 6 and qualify by performing 
compensatory sea service (in lieu of workshop service) in 
accordance with rule 7 shall be granted remission of one- 
third of the required compensatory sea service. 

(2) Remission upto a period of six months sea service 
shall also be granted to candidates appearing for the endorse- 
ment examination and electing to take the written part of the 
examination in Engineering Knowledge : 

Provided that in the case of a steam endorsement a candi- 
date has to perform watch-keeping service on main propelling 
engines and boilers simultaneously for a period of not less 
than six months. 

13. Nature of sea service. — Sea service required under rules 
9 and 10 must have been performed in foieign-going or home 
trade ships and not less than two-thirds of such service shall 
have been performed on watch in the engine room on the 
main propelling machinery of the type for which the certi- 
ficate is required : 

Provided that in the case of a candidate for steam endorse- 
ment at least six month’s sea service shall have been per- 
formed on watch on boilers which may be independent or 
simultaneous with watch on main piopelling machinery. 

14. Nature of qualifying service.— When part or whole of 

the qualifying service has been performed on ships which 
for considerable periods have not been at sea, a certificate 
from the owners of the ship shall bo required showing the 
period of time actually spent at 6ea. If this amounts to not 
less than two-thiids of the service required to qualify for the 
examination, the service shall be accepted in full, but where 
the actual scivice at sea falls below this proportion, the defi- 
ciency must be made up by additional service at sea. 

15. Service on Auxiliary machinery. — (1) The period served 
on auxiliary machinery run in conjuction with the main pro- 
pelling machinery on board foreign-going or home trade 
ships, shall be taken into account for the purpose of reckon- 
ing the compensate! y sea service under rule 7. 

(2) For the purposes of computing qualifying sea service, 
time served on auxiliary machinery shall be counted at half 
rate up to a maximum of 6 months. 
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16. Service In sea-going tugs, dredgers, fishing vessels or 
Pilot vessels. — (1) Service performed in sea-going tugs, 
dredgers, fishing vessels and pilot vessels shall be taken into 
account for the purpose of reckoning the compensatory sea 
service under rule 7. 

(2) For the purposes of computing compensatory sea 
service, service on vessels referred to in sub-rule (1) shall 
be considered as equivalent to one-half of the period of 
similar service on ioreign-going or home trade ships provided 
regular watches of at least eight hours per day are kept. 

(3) For the purposes of computing qualifying sea service, 
service on vessels referred to in sub-rule (1), shall be accepted 
as equivalent to the periods actually spent on regular watch 
on main propelling machinery at sea, i.e., beyond Inland 
Water limits, 

17. Service In sea-going Yachts. — (1) For the purposes of 
computing compensatory sea service, service on sea-going 
yachts shall be considered as equivalent to one-third of the 
period of similar service on foreign-going or home trade 
ships. 

(.2) For the purpose of computing qualifying sea service, 
service on such vessels shall be assessed at half rate towards 
the required sea service for the period actually spent on re- 
gular watches at sea. 

18. Service performed In ships of the Indian Navy. — In the 
case of candidates who have performed sea service in ships 
of the Indian Navy, the Chief Examiner may assess such 
service, if found equivalent to that prescribed under these 
rules, having regard to the type of machinery, duration at sea, 
and the capacity in which served, at such rate as he may 
deem fit, but in no case shall such a candidate bo allowed to 
appear for the examination with sea service less than that 
prescribed for seamen serving on foreign-going and home 
trade ships, 

19. Testimonials. — (1) Every candidate shall produce testi- 
monials in respect of his workshop service signed, in each 
case, by the employer or his authorised representative, who 
shall testify the candidate’s conduct and ability and state the 
kind of work on which he was engaged and the period spent 
In each branch. 

(2) Every candidate shall also produce testimonials m 
respect of his sea service signed, in each case, by the Chief 
Engineer under whom his service has been performed stating 
his actual rank on watch. The whole of the candidate’s sea 
service should be covered by testimonials certifying to his 
sobriety, experience, ability and general conduct. 

(3) The testimonials signed by the Chief Engineer shall 
be endorsed by the Engineer Superintendent or by a represen- 
tative of the ship’s owners. Testimonials signed only by the 
company’s Superintendent or other officials shall not, as a 
rule, be regarded as valid. 

(4) The testimonials referred to in sub-rules (1), (2) and 
(3) shall be in the forms specified in Appendix B. 

20. Verification of sea service. — Sea service which cannot 
be verified by proper entries in the Articles of Agreement of 
the Ship in which the candidate has served or by other docu- 
mentary evidence, shall not be counted. In the case of sea 
service performed in vessels which do not normally have 
Articles of Agreement, the service should be duly authenti- 
cated by documentary evidence, and cases of doubt should 
be referred to the Chief Examiner for decision. 

21. Verification of testimonials. — Where the length of ser- 
vice cannot be verified by the Shipping Master, the testimo- 
nials of service shall be verified by an authority recognised 
by the Chief Examiner from time to time for the purpose 
of this rule. 

22. Calculation of service.— The candidate’s service as 
shown in the discharge eei tificate may be calculated in such 
a manner that thirty days of service shall constitute a month's 
service. 

23. Physical and Mental Defects.— Where a candidate 

suffers from any physical or mental defect which is of such 


a nature as to interfere with the proper performance of his 
duties ns an engine driver on watch, the signatories of his 
testimonials shall be required to state whether such defect did 
in fact interfere in any way with the efficient discharge of the 
candidate’s dulios. Candidates suspected to be mentally un- 
sound will be required to produce a fitness certificate from 
the Head of a Government Metal Health Institution. 

24. Further service at sea In ease of misconduct.- — Candi- 
date who have neglected to join their ships after having 
signed the Articles of Agreement or who have been found 
guilty of gross misconduct shall be required to produce satis- 
factory proof of two years subsequent service and good 
conduct at sea, unless the Chief Examiner, after having in- 
vestigated the matter, decides to reduce the period. 

25. Application for Examination. — Candidates who have 
completed the necessary qualifying workshop and sea service 
and desire to take the examination shall fill up the Form of 
Application (prescribed in Appendix ‘C’j and pay a fee of 
Rs. 25/- at the Mercantile Marino Department, Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras, Jamnagar, Goa, Cochin or Visakhapatnam. 
The forni properly filled in together with the candidate’s 
testimonials, discharge certificate, certificates of competency 
(if any), shall be submitted to the Examiner at least 10 days 
before the date of examination. Candidates may, however, 
submit the said application and the testimonials by post and 
remit the fees at the same time by money order : 

Provided that if an applicant is not found to be qualified 
to appear at the examination, the exact nature of such dis- 
qualification shall be intimated to him and the fees paid 
under this rule shall, after deducting the enquiry fee, re- 
ferred to in rule 28, be refunded to the applicant. 

26. Ago. — Proof of age shall be covered by a birth certi- 
ficate or other appropriate documentary evidence. 

27. Penalty for offering gratuity. — If a candidate offers a 
gratuity to any officer of the Central Government he will 
not be allowed to take any examination for twelve months. 

28. Enquiry fee. — A person enquiring ns to his eligibility 
for appearing at any examination held under these rules 
shall pay an enquiry fee of Rupees ten. The enquiry fee 
shall m no case be appropriated towards the examination 
fee payable under rule 25. 

29. Issue of Certificate. — When a candidate has successfully 
completed his examination he shall receive an Examiner’s 
authority authorising the Principal Officer of the Mercantile 
Marine Department to whom it is addressed to issue the 
Certificate mentioned in the authority. 

30. Service found to be Insufficient. — If after a candidate 
has passed Ihe examination, it is discovered that his services 
are insufficient to entitle him to receive a certificate, the 
certificate will not be granted until the candidate has per- 
formed the amount of service by which he was deficient 
and has re-appeared for the examination and declared pass- 
ed, unless in any particular case the Chief Examiner deems 
fit to dispense with the second examination. 

31. Copy of lost Certificate— 1 The Principal Officer, who 
issued the oiiginal certificate shall nirange for the issue of a 
duplicate on receiving an application for issue of the same 
and a declaration giving the circumstances in which the cer- 
tiflcatc was lost. Fees for issue of a duplicate certificate 
shall be Rs. 5 provided that if the applicant can prove 
that the certificate was lost through ship wreck or lire on 
board, a fee of only Re, 1 shall be payable. 

32. Re-examination. — A candidate may present himself for 
rc-examination at any time after two calendar months have 
elapsed since his previous attempt, 

33. Further experience obligatory in certalu circumstan- 
ces. — If a candidate is found ignorant in subjects the lack 
ot knowledge in which would endanger a ship or life of 
persons on board, he may be lcquired to perform further 
service at sea for such period as the Examiner deems fit 
but not exceeding six months in any case, before he may 
be allowed to present himself for the rc-examination. 
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34. Place and day of Examination. — Examination shall be 
held at Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, Jamnagar, Ooa, Cochin 
and Visakhapatnam. Dates of examination shall be posted 
on the notice hoards of the respective Mercantile Marino 
Departments, and candidates shall also be individually in- 
formed of the date of examination on acceptance of the 
application form, 

35. Language, — The examination shall be conducted as 
follows : 


shall be held for the benefit of candidates desiring remission 
of workshop and sea service in accordance with rule 12 of 
these rules. The endorsement examination shall consist of 
the two parts specified above, provided that the examination 
shall be confined only to one subject, namely engineering 
knowledge.

36. Nature of Examination. — The examination shall con- 
sist of two parts : — 

(i) viva voce examination, 

(ii) written examination consisting of one paper in Ele- 

mentary practical Mathematics and one paper 
in Engineering Knowledge each of one and a half 
hours duration. 

All candidates shall be required to pass the viva vocc exa- 
mination stated in part (I) above. The written examination 


38. Marks required for Pass. — Candidates will be expected 
to obtain a minimum of 50 per cent of the total marks to 
secure a pass. Where a candidate appears both for vtva 
voce and written parts of the examination, he shall have to 
secure a minimum of 50 per cent marks in each part to 
secure a pass. 

39. Punishment for niLscondnct. — Where a candidate has 
been guilty of any misconduct in relation to an examination 
including copying, insolence (o any Examiner or disorderly 
or improper conduct in or about the room where the exami- 
nation is held, (he candidate may be debarred from appear- 
ing in future examinations for such period as the Chief 
Examiner may deem lit but not exceeding 12 months, in 
any case.

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of posts, their classification and scale of pay attach- 
ed thereto shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limits, qualifications etc. — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 


other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
column 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications, — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a Spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a Spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the Per- 
sonal Law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the opera- 
tion of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons.

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Department of Rehabilitation, Senior Analyst 
(Class I Gazetted) Recruitment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into foice on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said posts, classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto, shall be as specified in Columns 2 to 4 of the Sche- 
dule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
Columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification: — No person — 

(a) who has entered or contracted a marriage with a 

person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Piovided that the Cential Government may, if satisfied 
(hat such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such peison and the other party to the marriage 
and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt anv per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessaiy or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consulta- 
tion with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class oi 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other Special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
